Manager 
of the theater, A. A. Hunt, was noti- 
fied that the bouts could not come off, 
and Lieutenant of Police Doyle sent 
officers to the theater to see that the 
order was obeyed, The sports In at- 
tendance had to be satisfied that the 
advertised bouts were ‘fon the 
square” and to this end after the per- 
formance the pugilists dressed in their 
fighting regalla, appeared on the stage 
and were introduced to the expectant 
sports by Erwin Blunkall, the star 
actor of a stock company playing at 
the theater. 

Have to Build Steeple. 

While this was going on, Sergeants 
of Police Wilson and Overmier edged 
closer to the stage and then Mr. 
Blunkall made his famous announce-~ 
ment that “On account of the activity 
of the police the bout would not be 
pulled off.” He also said: “IT suppose 
we will have to build-a steeple on this 
opera house and hold church services 
in the mornings and prayer meetings 
in the evening.” 

Recently other “warm scraps” tipped 
off to be held at the club's headquar- 
tems were stopped by the police. 

1% commenting on the action of the 
police, the statement issued Friday says: 
“Again the minions of the law have 
shown their hands. These same people 
who have been dragging East St. Louls 
down to what it was 20 years ago insert 
another link in their chain of knocks.
